To the inhabitants of the Town of Luttleton qualified to vote in town 
affairs ;— 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall and Police 
Court Room in the Town Building, on the 11th day of 
March next, being the second Tuesday of March, at eight 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects : 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, a 
Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer 
of the Poor, an Agent to prosecute violations of the Liquor 
Law, three members of the Board of Trustees of the Public 
Library each for the term of three years in the place of 
Harold A. Edson, Harry M. Morse and George H. Tilton, 
terms expired, Constable and two Road Agents. 

Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the laying out and construction and 
repairing highways and bridges, for the payment of the town 
debt and interest, for the maintenance of the poor, and for all 
other town charges. 

Article 3. To see what sums of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 

Article 4. To see what action the town will take for the 
purpose of securing State aid for highways, in this town under 
the provisions of an act to provide for state aid and for the 
expenditure of other public moneys in the permanent improve- 
ment of main highways throughout the state, approved Feb- 
ruary 24, 1905, and any amendment thereto to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be deemed advisable, and 
to make suitable appropriations under said act or acts. 
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Article 5. To see if the town will vote to exempt from 
taxation all bonds of the town. 

Article 6. To see if the town will appropriate a sum not 
exceeding five thousand dollars for the purpose of construct- 
ing a bridge across the Ammonoosuc river, at a point between 
the Electric light pond and the Pike Mfg. Co.’s plant, said 
point to be designated by the selectmen. 

Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for free, open-air band concerts, and pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to enlarge and im- 
prove the stage at the Littleton opera house, and to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as may be deemed advisable 
to provide for such changes. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to abate the rental 
charges of the Littleton opera house for the years 1912-1913 
and 1913-1914 for the Board of Trade lecture course. 

Article 10. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto. 

Article 11. To choose any other necessary town officers 
for the year ensuing and to choose or elect any agents or 
committees which may be necessary to carry into effect any 

vote that may be passed under this warrant. 
Article 12. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting.

Superintendent’s Report 


School Board of Littleton: 


I beg leave to submit the following report of school condi- 
tions for the past year : 

The chief improvement in material equipment during the 
past year has been the building of a large addition at Apthorp. 
Two rooms have been finished and are in use. Steam heat 
has been put in and when the installation is properly finished, 
should be effective and economical. Thearrangement of light 
is much better than before, and the building is now well venti- 
lated. To complete the work begun, and improve the appear- 
ance and convenience of the building, the front entrance should 
be remodeled and new floors laid in two school rooms. 

A beginning has been made at the high school building by — 
painting the main room and one other. Unless we are to 
have new buildings for both high school and grades, this much 
needed renovation should be carried on much more rapidly. 
Also, every person should keep clearly in mind all the time 
that the dark halls and crooked, unlighted central stairways 
make this building, especially for those upstairs, the worst 
kind of a fire trap. If an old building is serviceable it may 
not be ggod economy to build a new one just because our 
neighbors have them, but there can be no excuse for com- 
pelling young people who desire an education to seek it at the 
risk of their lives. 

The chimney used here is poorly adapted for the purpose 
and for this or some other reason the heating of the high 
school building is sometimes difficult and always wasteful of 
coal. Three fires are maintained under the Kilburn building, 
two of them in old furnaces which must cost heavily for 
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repairs as long as they are used. A central heating plant is 
plainly needed. The basement room thus set free, especially 
if the high school basement is enlarged, would furnish much 
needed room for manual training and recreation purposes. 
_ In order to provide room for our special class part of the 
commercial room was partitioned off for the typewriters, leav- 
ing the book room for other use. Into that small room 15 
children of the special class have been crowded. ‘These were 
mostly taken from below the fifth grade. The teacher also 
helps backward pupils in the other grades. ‘The value of this 
work shows first in the great relief to teachers of regular grades, 
occasioned by removing children who do not fit, and second, 
and even more important, in the benefit to the children who 
never could get the best for themselves in the routine of a 
regular grade. In several instances there has been marked 
_ improvement that would not have been hoped for under or- 
dinary conditions. . 
Outside the village the chief improvement has been a new 
floor for the Monroe school house. ‘The Pattenville building 
needs the same repairs. The Slate Ledge and Mann’s Hill 
houses still have ancient, ill-shaped wooden desks and seats. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PUPILS 


In the high school building the grades are all large except 
the fifth. The special class is registered with this for conven- 
lence and was seated with them until its own small room was 
ready. One assistant is kept busy among these grades and in 
the office. In the Kilburn building all the rooms are well 
filled, the second grade being least crowded. The first grade 
has nearly 60, and an assistant is employed for this room. 
The school room made last year in the upper hall is now 
used for a combined second and third grade. At Apthorp 
conditions as to size of classes are about the same as last 
year. None of the classes are large, but all are too large to 
allow two grades in a room, except the sixth and seventh, 
which are together. At the Mitchell building there were only 
three in the sixth grade, and these have been sent to the high 
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school sixth, leaving the first five grades with nearly 60 
children at this building. 

The per cent of attendance for the winter term was 91, 
spring 92 and fall 94. Allowing for the trouble scarlet fever 
and measles have made, this is a good showing, especially for 
the spring and fall terms. The conditions as to tardiness are 
unsatisfactory in nearly all schools. The cooperation of par- 
ents is necessary for any great improvement. 


RURAL SCHOOLS 


Scarcely 90 children are registered in the rural schools at 
present and as matters are now tending, there will be strong 
reason for doubting the wisdom of opening several of these 
schools next fall. Transportation is alwaysa vexatious prob- 
lem, but should be seriously considered whenever a rural 
school becomes very small or difficult to administer. 


PROGRESS 


As to progress and scholarship we may fairly claim good 
standing. By care in promotions, by the relief afforded 
through the employment of a special teacher, and in other 
ways, our classes have been made more even and probably of 
higher grade than in the recent past. 

The average age of children in each grade is as follows:

Assuming that a child should enter school the September 
following his sixth birthday, the average at start would be 6.5 
years, nearly agreeing with the above. If we assume that 
children should progress through one grade a year, we notice 
in the above ages a steady retardation until the 4th, 5th and 
6th grades are nearly a year older than the standard age. The 
7th grade is retarded one half a year, and the 8th is a little 
younger than would be expected. ‘The reason for retardation 
may be looked for in the physical condition of the pupils, in 
the difficulties and defects of the teaching, and in the nature 
and quantity of the work required. This retardation disap- 
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‘pears in the 7th and 8th grades largely because so many chil- 

‘dren drop out at the age of 14 or soon after. Poverty and 
. sometimes avarice make many children leave school to go to 
work, but too often young people leave the upper grammar 
grades and earlier high school years because there is nothing 
in the traditional school work that appeals to them. 

The volunteer work of the physicians, given at the instiga- 
tion of the Colonial club, shows plainly that physical condi- 
tion has much to do with school progress. Of the pupils in 
good standing one in three had a clear physical record, but 
only one in seven of those who were not promoted last spring. 
The experience of other places shows that physical difficulties 
are largely removable, thereby greatly improving scholarship. 
Three-fourths of the children had some disease or defect, and 
parents received notice in every such case. So far as could 
be ascertained, about two-fifths of the cases were attended to. 
“That means that more than 100 children are better off because 
of this movement. Surely such work is worth following up. 
Our records being well started, it should not be expensive to 
keep them up year after year. We also need a doctor or nurse 
to inspect the schools frequently or to be ready to attend when 
a teacher is in doubt about a child’s ailments. 

The difficulties and defects of teaching are largely profes- 
sional matters and must be studied and solved by the teaching 
force. The part of the district in these matters is to see that 
buildings and equipment are not such as add to the difficulties 
of the teacher’s work and that the school board has funds 
available to hire and keep the best teachers. 

The nature of the work required must have an important 
bearing on retardation and leaving school. In general the 
forms and methods of school work took shape in the days 
when every natural impulse, especially of children, was con- 
sidered the wicked outbreak of original sin, imperatively need- 
ing repression. We know now that, just as a healthy appe- 
tite is the best guide as to when and how much to eat, so the 
healthy impulses of children are the best guide for the teacher. 
But our practice lags far behind our knowledge. In particular 
the work of the schools has yet far too slight a connection 
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with the work of the world outside. More than 95 per cent 
of the people earn their living by ways in which manual labor: 
forms a leading part, and as large a per cent of our school 
children will work with their hands in the future. Except for 
the handwork of the lower grades and the study of local in- 
dustries in the beginning of geography, this most important 
side of life is not touched. 

This sentence from a magazine article is worth thinking 
about: “Twelve or 14 years sitting at a desk means an almost 
sure atrophy of the work instinct.”” Weneed more instruction 
based on industry. For public schools there are two great 
purposes in such work. First, to bring about suitable neuro- 
muscular adjustments, that thorough control of the whole 
body which should be a part of every person’s equipment for 
life. This is largely the purpose of manual training in the 
grades. Second, to develop powers of invention, judgment, 
reason, and general mental ability, by exercising the mind on 
the problems of any great industry. This is the work of the 
domestic science, agricultural, mechanic arts, and textile courses 
of high schools. Of course, these two purposes intermingle: 
to a great degree. A third object of industrial training is to 
develop skill in some specialty. This is the work of the shop 
itself or the trade school, and should never mingle with the 
purposes already explained, for it is antagonistic to them. 
It ties the child down to a few motions instead of developing 
the whole body. It tends to crowd out mental training for- 
the sake of mechanical skill. The ideal of the schools is not 
workmen merely but men working. . 

The expense of introducing and continuing manual training 
in the grades should not be large. The more the work is done 
by regular grade teachers the better, and the normal schools 
are training their graduates with this idea in view. Because. 
some of the work cannot conveniently be done in a school 
room, and because boys and girls in the upper grades natur- 
ally take different line, one or two rooms and a teacher are: 
needed. ‘The cost of equipment and material so far as grades 
are concerned need not be great. The maintenance of indus- 
trial courses in the high school means greater cost, of course, . 
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‘but not greater in proportion than the regular cost of the high 
‘school bears to that of the grades. 

I take pleasure in inserting at this place the report of Prin- 
‘cipal Guy E. Speare concerning the high school: 

Recently the schools of New Hampshire that have been 
making rapid strides in the direction of vocational work have 
been much before the enlightened discussion of the public. 
‘The institutions of the North Country are conspicuous for 
progress in these respects. Unfortunately the name of Little- 
‘ton does not appear in the list. But it seems to me that the 
belief is warranted that Littleton people will not be long con- 
‘tent to remain behind hand in the all essential matter of 
‘education. 

Our neighbors are making commendable advancement along 
‘vocational lines. Several years ago Berlin established high 
‘school courses in Domestic Arts and in Mechanics Arts, 
which have been maintained with excellent results. White- 
field high school now teaches Agriculture and Domestic Arts, 
while Lancaster has a recently established course in the latter 
branch. Colebrook has become a cynosure for the whole na- 
tion, the United States Department of Agriculture having de- 
voted a pamphlet to the description of the school and its 
work. 

Littleton made a start in vocational education when the 
‘commercial course was installed. The results this course has 
achieved are the best proofs of its value and efficiency. The 
young people who have made good in positions of trust are 
sufficient excuse for its existence. It will continue to be 
maintained with increased efficiency, we hope. And we trust 
that the district will wisely decide to increase its equipment. 

Yet it is something of an anomaly that we are seeking to 
train our girls for business places when we are doing nothing 
directly to prepare them for what will be, in the majority of 
cases, their life occupation, homemaking. There is a crying 
need of the establishment of courses in domestic arts to argue 
for domestic science in our high school for the best educa- 
tional thought and practice have already removed the subject 
from the field of debate. 
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There is nearly as great need of establishing courses for the 
boys in Mechanics arts and in Agriculture. It is wrong to: 
leave to the factories of the town to give to them about all the 
education they will ever receive in the use of tools. There is 
no doubt but that such courses would help some to find their 
life work just as now our regular courses are helping our 
young folk to discover the vocation to which they are called. 
Littleton is enough of a farming community to warrant an. 
agricultural curriculum. 

To establish such curricula as I have detailed requires an 
expenditure of money for the equipment which, however, is 
not so large as to be prohibitive. The main problem is one 
of room. At present our high school building is occupied to 
the full. Certainly no other portion of it could be utilized. 
without further fire protection and further extension of the 
heating plant which at present is inadequate. I will not state 
that it is wholly impossible or impracticable to establish such 
work as I have mentioned in our present quarters. It could 
not be done, however, except under restricted conditions that 
would make efficient work very difficult. 

Beyond question there is immediate need of a new school 
building. There are other vital reasons for the establishment 
of a new school house. The present building is in every way 
inadequate to our present needs. It is not adequately pro- 
tected from fire, and can not readily be as it is now arranged. 
The system of ventilation is altogether imperfect, for it is im- 
possible in the high school rooms, at least, to secure a suffi- 
cient intake of air without resorting to open windows or other 
artificial means. The laboratory facilities are a disgrace to 
the town. The rooms are crowded and are not fit for the 
children to remain in, for they should be surrounded by the 
fit and beautiful. 

Your children should havea place of study as pleasing and de- 
lightful as it can be made. Anyone who has been within the 
beautiful school rooms of Colebrook or Lancaster will under-. 
stand what Imean. And it should be always remembered that 
the children of Littleton are the real wealth of the town. With- 
out them what would your other forms of wealth amount to 2’ 
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There is, I believe, in Littleton a consensus of opinion that 
a new school house must be erected in the near future. And 
I can well understand the immediate difficulties. I believe, 
however, that they can be overcome when the district sets its 
undivided mind at work to solve, and immediately, this press- 
ing problem. It is the matter of all-engaging importance. 

“Procrastination is the thief of time.” In this case I fear 
it may prove a more deadly criminal. I trust that Providence 
may spare us the baptism of fire. But we teachers can not 
help picturing the possibilities that would wait upon such a 
calamity. Fortunately an efficient janitor reduces the chances 
of such a fatality. But leaving aside all question of fire the 
welfare of your children, your civic pride, your reputation for 
progressiveness and that fine interest that all Littleton people 
have at heart in the best for your children which you have 
manifested in your kindness and cooperation with your teachers 
—all demand an immediate decision for a new high school 
building. What better news could come down from the North 
Country than this:—Littleton has voted to establish a new 
school building. 

I beg of you from my position of close personal touch 
with your high school boys and girls that you do not put this 
question aside to a more convenient season, but that you solve 
this problem as you have solved the other problems of the 
past. Let Littleton be famed for her beauty, her delicious 
and wholesome water, her lighted streets, and add to this the 
best of all, a reputation for what is best in education. 

I have much to be grateful for toward the Littleton public 
for cordial support and sympathy in the work we are trying to 
do. Our school has been running, on the whole, smoothly and 
efficiently this year. We have been fortunate in retaining all 
of our teachers except Miss Eastman, whose influence we have 
not entirely lost as she has substituted a little while for Miss 
Osgood and has coached efficiently the senior drama. Miss 
Osgood was compelled by severe sickness to be away on leave 
of absence a considerable portion of the fall and winter terms: 
We were fortunate enough to have as her substitutes first, 
Miss Eastman, who is always efficient, and then Mrs. Helena 
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C. Collyer, a woman of wide experience. Before this report 
is in your hands Miss Osgood will have resumed her position. 
Her work is too well known to need further commendation. 
The school has been fortunate in retaining her so long. Miss 
Flora C. Hannum of Dorchester, Mass., was engaged after it 
was learned that Miss Eastman could not return and has 
proved satisfactory in her work. Miss Fuller and Miss Berry, 
we were fortunately able to retain, the former remaining with 
us through the year although offered a position elsewhere © 
with an increase of salary. Mr. Stephen A. Doody has proven 
even more valuable this year, having developed into a first 
class teacher and manager. 

I have to report the apparent success for the shortened 
curicula. This fall we reduced the old five-year course to 
four, intending thereby to secure rather more intensive work 
so as to render the short course the educational equivalent of 
the old five-year curricula. At the same time the course was 
enriched by the introduction of new studies, particularly in 
science and history. 

We are striving to maintain school standards and our policy 
remains essentially as outlined in the report of a year ago. 


In conclusion, while thanking officers and people for their 
gracious and kindly support and for all that makes life and 
labor among you so pleasant, may I point out briefly the 
things that need your immediate and earnest attention: | 

A safe high school building. It ought to be new. 

Economical heating for High, Kilburn and Mitchell build- 
ings. | 

New and improved sanitary equipment for Kilburn and 
Mitchell. 

Jacketed stoves or furnaces for rural buildings in use. 

Such appropriations and other encouragement as may be 
needed to revise the salary list, provide medical inspection: 
and make possible industrial and vocational instruction in 
grades and high school.

MiTAL STATISTICS 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 331, 1912. 
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Of the 83 deaths occurring in Littleton during the year 
1912, 45 were males and 38 females. ‘The oldest person was 
93 years, 11 months, 22 days; there were 8 between 80 and 
90; 15 between 70 and 80; 11 between 60 and 70; 11 between 
50 and 60; 11 between 40 and 50; 5 between 30 and 40; 4 
between 20 and 30; 4 between 10 and 20; and 13 under 10. 
The average age at death for the year was 48.5 years. 

Of the 113 births occurring in Littleton during the year 
1912, 59 were males and 54 females. 

Every birth should be recorded as required by the pub- 
lic statutes. The law of this state makes it obligatory upon 
the physician, or midwife, in attendance to make a return of 
every birth to the town clerk within six days thereafter, and 
a certified copy of the return to be made by the clerk to the 
State Department of Vital Statistics, where it is filed for fu- 
ture reference in fireproof compartments in the State House. 
Such a record, as is required by law, is due the child, and it 
may become of great importance later in life. 

It may settle legal questions, establishes proof of voting 
age, inheritance, nationality, military duty, citizenship, etc. 

It is required by many corporations before employment 
is given; is necessary to allow school children of a certain age 
to be employed during vacation periods; is required in civil 
service examinations; appointment to certain official positions, 
to establish property, pensions, insurance, and various other 
rights. 
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
